with our former practice iu votina, for city 
council. 


It ia a principle embodied iu Iho consti- 


tution of Iho blato Ihot nuy person, lo have 
Ihe right lo vote on any matler to imposo 
taxes or to expend monoy, . must he a tax 
payer or liable lo pay a port of said tax ; 
and it is but a few years since n change was 
made iu Ihe manner of electing Iho cily 
council of Newport, because it was found 
lhat our previous practice did not conform 
to (ho requirements of Ibo constitution of 
tho state ; io fact the voting hsd, "in regard 
to members of fl:o council," been illegal. 


In equity and justice tho same rulo should

And it will bo Been 
that they aro of great value, for Ihoy aro 
JMt what growing plants require, and just 
what every harvest removes, though it is 
well known that different crops tata them 
up iu different proportions. 


If lha farmer could got enough Btdblo 


manure ho would need nothing else. It is a 
complete fertilizer und as ti ralo meets all 
Ihe wants of tbo case. But no farm cau bo 
kept up by the manure made on and from 
it. Every animal sold takes ofl n portion 
of tho substance of Ihe soil, nnd so does 
every bushel of grain, every pound of bul- 
•ter, every quart of inilk. 


It other fertilizers (are lo bo procured, it 


should ha tbe object of {tlio farmer to get 
something as nearly like yard nirmuro as 
possible. Probably tho best substitute, all 
things considered, is wood ashes, and they 
aro valuable for the same reason that ap- 
plitn in tho otbor case.

Fish scrap gives small 
supplies of limo,phosphorie acid,and a torge 
supply of nitrogen. These are enough to

Growing plants 


must bav3 all tho ingredients contained in 
yard mannre and tbo entire absence of 
cither one is fatal lo their success. A fer- 
tilizer to meet tha wants of the farmer must 
therefore supply all these elements.

of the commercial fertilizers (hat wo have 
been accnslomedto pnrcbaso do so. Even 
the Stockbridge manures contain only 
potash, phosphoric acid, and nitrogen It 
being assayed by Iheir proprietors that tho 
soil iUelf will supply Iho olhera in sufficient 
quantity. There is no doubt bat many soils 
do, while it u clear that others do not. Hence 
tha ^ »rjing repoils ol success and failnro in 
their use. Yille's so called complete manure 
contains tho same ingredients as tte Stock- 
bridgo,and no otoers.acd aro far from being 
complete, though of great value.

OD hi? own run (Town farm, a manure 
that should contain all tho elements of

search he conld find cone in the market 
that exactly met his wants, and after study- 
ing formulas, and looking up authorities 
from aO q-arters, ho determined to par- 
chase the ingredients in bulk nnd mil them 
himself on that basis. He has done so. 
The compound is made up of high grade 
German potash salts, puro ground bone, 
and superphosphate, combined so as to cor- 
respond with I'm percentages of tbe best 
leached ashes. Ho then adds dried blood,
